'tore: 
Shall 
tMfe city build bridges at 


/Cherry street and at Lawe street? The 
j contention of persons opposed to the at- 
ptitude which the Post-Crescent is taking 
jjs that the editorials and news articles 
(appearing in this newspaper tend to 
place before the voters things which are 
jiot under consideration "when they cast 
•their ballots in the bridge referendum. 


The Post-Crescent assures that the 


•(questions to be submitted in the referen- 
dum are for the purpose of indicating to 
fthe council an expression of the people 
tm. whether the bridges should be built at 
the locations indicated. 
It believes also 


that the "referendum will in effect be a 
moral obligation on the council to carry 
out the people's wishes and that the peo- 
ple should be given all the facts which 
have a bearing on the problem «o that 
they 
can 
intelligently 
express 
then- 


opinions. 


The voter should be as "vitally interest- 


ed in the cost of the proposed bridge-. 
and approaches thereto and the method 
of payiag for ,them as he is m their nec- 
essity and location. 
A vote to build tho 


bridges is a vote to pay for them, there- 
for all farts pertaining lo their cost and 
to their financing is germane to the issue 
submitted in the referendum. 


For many weeks the common council 


•voted 8 to <i to proceed with construction 
of the bridges. After the bids were re- 
ceived and opened a sufficient number of 
aldermen bolted the bridge program to 
defeat their construction. "What was the 
reason? Nothing had occurred to remove 
the necessity for the bridges nor to make 
1hc proposed locations undesirable. The 
reason for the change in heart was the 
feeling that the cost was excessive and 
that the city might become involved in 
lawsuits over the proposed method of 
financing the bridges. 


Inasmuch as the council has not indi- 


cated that there will be a reduction in the 
cost of the bridges nor that the danger 
of legal difficulties has been removed. 
. and in view of later developments in 
the matter of right-of-way tho referen- 
dum is more than merely an expression on 
1he necessity for the bridges and the de- 
sirability of their location. 
It is in ef- 


fect a mandate to the council to proceed 
with the program that it had outlined 
previous to the debacle of Feb. 19. The 
Post-Crescent believes this program to be 
unsound. 
It believes there is a necessi- 


ty for a bridge and that Cherry street is 
the most desirable location but it also 
feels that the necessity is not so great 
that the city can afford to make a mis- 
take by authorizing it in the fa«c of pres- 
ent conditions.

,The Post-Crescent believes it is doing the 
people a service by presenting the facts 
concerning the bridge problem.

BANKS 


The Missouri Supreme court Has ruled 


that national 
banks cannot 
conduct 


branch "banks in the state. 
The decision 


does not go into the exceptionally im- 
portant merits of the controversy, but 
simply indicates that branch banking is 
prohibited in Missouri and the federal 
law authomcs national banks to establish 
branches only in states which have no re- 
straining statutory provisions. 


The question was submitted to the con- 


sideration of the American Bankers' asso- 
ciation at its past convention, when this 
organization went on record against 
Branch banking. Most banks are small, 
and they arc. of course, opposed to auy 
deviee which might drive them out of ex- 
istence or curtail their business. 


Several big principles are involved in 


this question, and on all of them public 
opinion is sharply divided. Branch bank- 
ing would reduce the number of small 
banks, yet it would make small banks 
stronffer. more efficient and* more accom- 
modating. 
The widest course that the 


small banks could take would bo to enter 
the Federal Reserve system, or to have 
tho Federal Reserve law amended to suit 
ihoir requirements more satisfactorily, 
and then join the system.

It is 
rather the abnormal^ or exceptional young: person 
who has no acne.

All New Projects Or Alterations 


Of Buildings Must Have 


Approval 


Now that the zoning ordinance has 


become a law, every prospective build- 
er must first obtain a building permit 
from the city engineer before proceed- 
ing with construction of any "buildina; 
or making any alteration of any struc- 
ture or part thereof. 


The city engineer's office has been 


made building inspection and zoning 
enforcement office, and O. F. v Weiss- 
gerber, in addition to his-many other 
duties, becomes the inspector. Com 
plete plans and specifications for all 
forms of building or remodeling must 
first be submitted to him. 


The zoning ordinance forbids him to 


issue any building permit for the con- 
struction or alteration of a. building 
unless the plans and specifications are 
in all respects in conformity with the 
provisions of the ordinance. 
If no 


fault is found, the engineer will issue 
to the applicant a permit which licenses 
the holder to proceed with the build- 
ing. 
The building permit is to be 


placarded upon or near the proposed 
structure. Inasmuch as the ordinance 
is of no effect unless it is enforced, the

public is askea. 


Any new building that is not plac- 
arded, should be reported.
